Maun Lorp, fiace our last notice, has 
held several well attended seances, at the real- 
dence of people in different parts of Chicago.

Since cooler weather has set in, 
the manifestations with these mediums are of 
increased power, and this new pbase,—the low- 
er sash of а window moves up and down with- 
out bomen sid. Questions are answered, yes, or 
no, by the ratsing and lowering of the sash — 
tbreo motions of the sash being understood to 
mean yes, and one motion, no. Audible voloes 
of spirits are also beard, so that brief conversa- 
tions are held between spirita and mortals.
